Tbe Pilgrim will be an Important addition 


to tbe Old Colony's fleet,which now comprises 
tbe Providence. Bristol, Newport, Old Col- 
ony, City of New Bedford, City of FItchbnrg 
and Albatross, the last three being exclu- 
sively freight'boats. Of these the Provi 
dence and Bristol were In part constructed by 
John Roach & Son, that firm building their 
engines. The hulls were made by Wm. H. 
Webb, New York. It was the original in- 
tention to call theee steamers the Pilgrim and 
Puritan, bnt for some reason they were 
dubbed the Providence and Bristol at the last 


The following Is a general description of 


the Pilgrim, which, It must be remembered, 
will not materially differ In general appear- 
ance from the Bristol and Providence.

The steamer is constructed on the complete 


double hull, bracket plate and longitudinal 
system, for a length of 340 feet amidships. 
The 13 longitudinals, 5 of which are water 
tight, run fore and apt, and are Intersected by 
bracket frames, 4 feet apart and by water- 
tight floors. The double bull is thus divided 
into 06 water-tight compartments. The bull 
receivee additional strength longitudinally by 
means of srcond longitudinals, each side of 
the centre keelson, above the Inner hull. 


all the Iron is of extra fire box, best flange 
fire-box or extra llano* according to location. 
Every plate has a tensile strength of at least 
45,000 Ibs. per square inch cross iwction, and 
every plate In the shell, at least 50,000 Ibs. to 
the square inch.

Tbt ocean 
current* cait a considerable quantity 
ol drift wood ashore, and 'lit said lhat 
tome of Ibt "ancient Bibermen" in 
fruro and vicinity get most of their 
uel from Ihe thorn. 
In 1764, the population of Chatham 


was 677. In 1855 it WM 2560. At tbt 
resent time it i* somewhat leu, being 


about 2300. In 1837 there wert no 


than 60 establishments for ibe 


manufacture of salt; at present there 
ire none. The public .building* now 
consist of four large church**, name- 
y, Congregational, Baptist, Mttbo- 
liitand Unlvenaliit, anew poitof- 
Ice building, a town hall, an acade- 
my and high school, in addition to 
which there art Ibree commodious 
bulidingt for Ihe school* of a lower 
;rade. There is iu every part of Iht 
own a general aspect of thrift and 
home comfort; the privale dwellings 
an neat, convenient and indicative of 
;ood taste. In no part of the country 
do we tee greater or more plentiful 
enjoyments of the comforls of life. A 
amily really poor is uncommon. This 
sin, facl, a comparnlively wealthy 
ownsliip. 


The salubrity of tbe climate may be 


nferred from the .fact tbat in 1800 
with 1351 inhabitants there was not 
sufficient employment to justify the 
settlement of a physician; at the pres- 
ent date there are three in 'Ihe place, 
bul judging from appearances tome of 
hem are merely "slopping." 


We stopped in Chatham, one time 


nearly four months, and had ample 
opportunity to judge of tbe way* and 
customs of the people. 
We found 


lhat "Cape Cod Folk*," in spite of all 
that has been said and written derog- 
atory of Ibem, are a good, honest and 
trustworthy class of people, friendly 
and cultured as will be found any- 
where lo the "west'ard." Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe, in her address delivered 
before the Woman's Suffrage Conven 
tion in Boston in alluding to the Cnpe 
loil.said "The men ou Cape Cod must 
be terrible." A lady .in Soulh Yar- 
mouth replied as follows: "Dear Mr*. 
Howe! They are not terrible! They 
are just lovely! We are proud lo own 
ouel aud if we are. ever so unfoitu- 
nale ns to become bereft of the one 
we have, and with for another, we 
will say wilh one whole heart, Give 
us a Cnpe Codderl Give us employ- 
ment for our sons, and they are the 
boys who will provide (with few ex- 
ception*) n good comfortable home 
worthy of any woman, not a suffragist 
(who asks time and money to allend 
conventions), but a good sensible girl, 
who is willing in times of extremity to 
meet her husband half way. God for- 
bid thai there should be found on Ihe 
shores of old Cape Cod, a woman who 
can nol make a dress and clothing for 
her children, wben she has time to do 
it, and she will find that time when 
her husband bas not means to pay for 
the same; and thank God too for Ihe 
abilily Ibe Cape women possess of fry- 
ing their own doughnuls and making 
their own sausages. Yes, indeed,ihey 
<yin take the meat from the hog, good 
wholesome ones of their own raising, 
too, chop, season, prepare tbe cases, 
and stuff and have the delightful sat- 
isftclion of eating their own produc- 
tion, free from horse or dog flesh." 


Chatham at no dislant day will be 


one of the walering placet, There are 
already many from Boston and vicin- 
ity who summer ihere. To tboae who 
love the ocean there is no better place 
on our coast to go; there it not anoth- 
er beach, to my knowledge, in Ibe At- 
lantic States, so long, and at the same 
time so uninterrupted by creeks, fresh 
water riven or marshes as that of the 
Cape. Al presenl Ihe place is almost 
wholly unknown to the fashionable 
world, and probably it will never be 
igreeable to them, but to those who 
love to spend Iheir sunny lives on Ihe 
sand amid tbe beach grass and tbe 
bog-berries, their companion a cow, 
and their music Ibe surf »nd the peep 
of the beach'bird. To such as are 
content witb Ibis let them go to Chat- 
ham. 


This shore will nefcr be more at- 


Iraclive ibau il is now. In no place 
is Ihere a more uninterrupted view of 
tbe ocean, and in summer Ihcro is al- 
ways some air stirring on the shore, 
so that Ihe inhabitants know not what 
liol weather is. In short, Ibe place 
will wear well. Thoreau says: "A 
man may stand on Cape Cod and put 
all America behind him."
